"Why the 
Church, whoso mission is peaoe and 
good will, should present this repulsive 
picture to the world, it is difficult to un- 
derstand. No matter how lofty may bo 
the purpose of the clerical and lay gon- 
tlemon oomprising the Court, tlio pub- 
lic will not believe that their decision 
when made will bo a fair expression 
of tho guilt or innocence of the ac- 
cused. As for Dean Cridgo, tho em- 
phatic oxprossion of sympathy wliich 
attended the reading of his protest, 
must have convinced him that in this 
hour of his extremity and trouble he 
will not be deserted, but will be 
uphold and sustained. Tho Dean's 
were not the only eyes that filled with 
tears when the protest was read. The 
trial will be continued to-day — tho ap- 
jpeal of tho Dean for time to prepare 
an answer to Mr. MoCreight's subtle 
arguments having heen denied by the

{)ectivo adherouts, and Johnson was at 
ast urged to make a "personal physi- 
cal attack on Holm, which he did, by 
beating him with a stick on Saturday 
last, Helm did not resist the attack, 
nor did he afterward demand satisfac- 
tion. His puerile conduct so incens- 
ed Johnson that ho challenged Helm 
to mortal combat; but Holm rofused 
to fight. Richard, however, espoused 
Helm's oauBO, and publicly insulted 
Johnson for the purpose of making 
bim fight. Johnson challenged him 
on Monday, and tho hour, place and 
weapons were soleotod. Tho authori- 
ties got wind of it, arrested both mon 
beforo thoy could meet, and placed 
them under p^ace bonds. Dr. Gray 
then came forward and loudly pro • 
olamed in public that both parties 
were cowards and were afraid to fight. 
Biohard would not submit to sncli in- 
salt, and dotorminod, despite tho peace 
bonds, to figbt the man who had tra- 
duced him. He sent a friend to him 
on Monday night, and, the challenge 
being promptly accepted, the hour for 
the nght.wae fixed at 6.30 this morning 
in a wood on the river bank. At tho 
appointed time both men appeared on 
the scene, each attended by two sec- 
onds and a surgooUi Both were calm 
and coUootod, and after the usual civili- 
ties and preliminarieB, they took their 
places, fifteen paces apart, armed witl) 
Smith & Wesson six barroled revol- 
Tars. At the word both delivered tlio 
first fire aimulti^eouslyiand both shots 
ranged a trifle wide, and the combat- 
ants remained \mhurt, A second firo 
was demanded, and again did tho men 
firmly and stolidly discharge thoir 
weapons, but for the second time noi- 
thor .shot took effect. At this junc- 
ture: the' seoondB sought to effect a 
oessation of ' boBtilities, and ptdtestb'd 
against further proceeding, as enougli 
had boon done to satisfy wounded hon- 
our; but Gray demanded a third lire,' 
and' declared that ho would continue 
to demand a repetition until one or 
both parties should fall. The seconds 
had, therefore, no recourse, and once 
more the combatants faced each other, 
•till as firm of norvo aa over. At tho

riRST UAt. 

Tho Eool93iastical Court cullotl into ox- 
iitonoo at tho instanco of tlioLonl liiahop 
o£ Columbia, for tho triiil of tlio Yory 
IBav.'Duau CriJgo, upon chiu-ges tluit wul 
be' found BOt forth bi>lo\v, convonud at tho 
■pandora Street Church, vhioh hud boon 
propMod for tho puri)ObO, ycstordiiy 
morning at ton o'clock, tiomo littlo timo 
boforo tho hour sot for tho opoiiinij;, 
V%rge number of persons, entered tha 
ohncw.aQil took scats to watch tho pro- 
ooedings. The Dean occupied n seat at 
tha oonnsora table. Seated near him wore 
Hon. W. J. MaoDonald, Senator, Judge 
Pemberton, and Robert ■Williams, Esq., 
tho two latter being Church Wardens of 
Christ Church. Tho pro.secutiou was rop- 
rosentod by J. F. McCroight. Q. C, who 
Jtaainstructod by Robert E. Jackaou,Esq., 
Aoting Eogiatrar of tho Diocese. A po- 
liceman in uniform with a pair of hand- 
cuffs in ouo pocket and a loaded revolver 
in the other, giinrded the entrance door. 
Soon after ton o'clock the Lord Bishop of 
Columbia entered and took his seat as 
pjtosiding oflicer or Judgo. Yon. Arch 
Peaooa Woods, Rev. Mr. Mason, and 
Couht;^' Judges O'Reilly and Bashby sat 
as Assessors. 

Tho Lord Biahop said that in opening 
tTie painful proceedings of this day, tho 
Court w»3 organized under tho Church 
Digoiplino Act, which authorized tho Bi- 
Bkop to preside at such trials and to ap- 
point Assessors, which he had done. The 
proceedings were public, and ho hoped 
there would be no manifestations of feel- 
ing, but that a oalin demeanor befitting 
the gravity of the solemn occasion would 
be observed, if tor complimenting the 
Dean upon his zeal aj a clergyman, the 
Lord Bishop sat down, and the Acting 
Bagistrar proceeded, to read the 

, . OHAROES, 

' The Bishop makes the following charg- 
n, viz: 

1. That Mr. Cridgo has offended 
against tho laws ecclesiastical. 

2. That ho has refused to acknowledge 
the bishop's authority. 

3. That he has neglected to comply 
■with tho bishop's lawful requests, 

i. That ho has obstructed the bishop 
in tho performance of his episcopol ollico 
and functions. 

Having made these charges against Mr. 
Cridge, his Ijordship in his citation thus 
addroascH tho Dean: — 

"And take notice that in default of your 
appearing and answering the several arti- 
olea, mailers and things so alleged against 
Tou, Jwa (tho Biahop) sli'ill proceed to 
tear and ftdjudieato upon the same, your 
absence notwithstanding." 

Hero follow eighteen objections, which, 

a form of legal procedure, are not very 
iBtelligible. . 

1. The first objection to Mr. Oridge is 
that olcrks and ministers in holy orders 
•re roquiroJ to obey their bishop in all 
things lawful. 

2. The socondjobjection to Jlr. Cridgo 
is that tho bishop wa'? on the 21th of Feb. 
1859, duly consecrated to the See of Brit- 
iskOolumbia. 

8. .Tho third objection is that Mr. 
Cridgo boiug a miuistorof tho Church of 
England took the oath of Canonical obo- 
dienoo to the Bi.-.hoi) ol Columbia. 

4. The fourtli objection is (that Mr. 
Cridge was collated to the Deanery of 
Christ Ohureh, Victoria. 

6. She^fifth objection and first charge 
ia that Mr. Cridge treated the bisliop's 
eensure of tho 14th December, 187'2, with 
contempt. 

6. Tho sixth objection is that Mr. 
Cridgo published the bishop's censure 
thus, as it is alleged, setting at nought 
the bishop's ofHco. 

J^.' Iti.Hie seventh- objection it is ad- 
mittedHhat the bishop's censure of tho 14 
Deo. lS72, referred to in objeotiou No. 5, 
was of more cU'ect. In No. 5, is called a 
formal cunsuro; in No. 7, it is said to 
have been a \j'riv(de (ulmonitiun, which 
having been treated by i^Ir. Cridgo with 
oontemptis now consiiiercd;a nullity ;and 
27ear8not having oxpireil, tlio ollionco 
of ' brawling will be tried.

8. Tho eighth object ion calls the f ormal 
censure of No. 5, (wliicli it admits was of 
no offect,) a private ailmoniti(}n, and 
beipg. treated with contempt by Jlr, 
Cridge, the olYonoo of brawling in tlic 
ohnroh is thus oiiargod against !Mr. 
Cridgo "Did impugn and iiupuLo the doc- 
trine of the llov. F. \Y. llceco." 

9. The ninth objection charges Mr. 
Cridgo with having neglected to explain 
statements publi'shod in tho nowsi)apGr.s, 
touohing cooleaiastical matters. 

10. The tenth objection chargo.T IMr. 
Oridge tfith having published statomcuts 
ib ^JiPttragomont of the Epiacoimcy; 
OQmI '"whioh is tho following ; — 

■There is aomethiug fascinating to many 
^ ininda in tho notion of the Churcli being 
nndor one visible head and invostod witii 
divine authority to rule it. (t^uory does 
the writer alludo to tho Pope or tho 
Qaeen. Thero are too mony bishops to 
oonstituto one visible head.) • 

11. Objection eleven charges Mr. 
Cridgo with rc/ushig and neglecting to re- 
lam a form sent to be filled up. 

12. Objection twelvo cliargos Mr. 
Oridge with saying he agreed in opinion 
with'the Church Wardens who believe 
thai the Bishop has sooeded from the 
Church of England. 

13. Objection thirteen charges Mr. 
Oridge with refusing to answer questions 
at the Visitation on tho 3rd July, 1871. 

14. Objection fourteen cliaigps Mr. 
Oridge with refusing to produce the lio- 
gistar of Marriages, Ac.

in the Cathedral, and puts letters in ovi- 
donco. 

18. ^ho eighteenth objection as fol- 

. "And we also article and object to you 

the said Edw. Cridgo that all and singular 
the premises wore and are true, public and 
notorious, of which proof being made to 
UB and our Court we will that you Ed- 
ward Cridgo bo duly and caaonically 
punished aud oorroctoil, according to tho 
exigency of the law. 

Letters made evidence amount to fifty 
in number and dato from 7th Doc. 1872 
to 3rd July, 1874. 

fJMr. McCroight then rose to open his 
address to tho Court, when Dean Cridgo, 
interrupting, protested against tho whole 
proceedings as illegal and irregular, citing 
iu suijport the decision of tho Privy 
Council in tho case of the Bishop of 
Natal vs. the Bishop of Capetown, which 
dooision set aside as null and void the 
decision of a Court constituted similarly 
to this. Tho Dean also road the author- 
ity and powers of a Bishop as doliuod by 
tho Jlastor of tho llolls, and continued 
that ho ))rotostod against the jurisdiction 
and authority of tho Court. He also re- 
served tho^right of iietition or complaint: 
to Her Gracious Majesty for a' fevfew of 
tho proceedings of tho Court' bli the' 
ground that it was not consonant ' with 
tho ,i)rinciple3 of right and justice, and 
also that thoincjuiry may extend, not only 
to tho questions brought forward l)y the 
Lord Bishop, but to the whole cumo (ap- 
ploiuso.) He appeared here iu his own 
defense for conscience saker '-Were he 
tho criminal tho prosecution sought to 
.show him to be ho should have availed 
himself of the services of tho able 
and earnest advocate which w-ere at 
his disposal; ho reiicd not on an arm 
of llosh — therefore ho apiieared in hi.4 
own dofenco; ho stood on tho truth and 
justice of his cause; ho had had a great 
deal of distress and anguish of mind in 
this matter; but he relied on his God. If 
ho fell ho would pray that the cause 
might prevail, and that his efforta to es- 
tablish a Protestant Church in this land 
would not bo wholly lost (i)rolonged ap 
l)lause). Ho was glad that the proceed- 
ings wore in public; ho had made mis- 
takes, no doubt;but ho had not committed 
the crimes imputed to him in the Articles 
just read. He asked his people to pray 
for him. It wos said in the Articles just 
read that ho had sworn to obey tho Bish- 
op; but it might bo shown tliat that con- 
tract wa.s disiolved iu consequenco of tho 
Lord Bishop having seceded from tho 
Church of England. [Here there was an- 
other outburst of applause.] The Bishop 
in his Synodiool address here said virtual- 
ly that the Church over which ho pro- 
sides as Bishop is disconnected with the 
State. This is not tho Church of England 
the head of which is the Queen. Tho Bishop 
had set aside the authority of tho Queen 
and was acting now in a quasi sovereign 
capacity, and the Court was invalid witii- 
out Her Majesty's opprobation. The Dean 
here produced the law-books on the sub- 
ject, and contended that Bishops were 
now elected by the ijooplo, [Applause.] 
The precedent of Long vs. tho Bishop of 
Cape Town was cited and tho decision 
that the appellant was quite right in dis- 
puting the authority of his Biahop bc- 
oanse the Bishop had virtually denied 
the supremacy of the Queen. Ho (the 
Dean) would continue iu tho future, as in 
tho past, to rooognizo the authority of tho 
Bishop in all things lawful aud honest — 
not in all things, but in all things to wiiioh 
he ia legally empowerod to o.'cact olio- 
dience (applause.) He protested, also, 
against the Bishop sitting as judge of 
this case at all. Even if otherwise com- 
petent ho is a trustee of the Church, of 
which ho is an interested party and there- 
fore cannot bo a juilgf! at all. Undor tho 
Oliurcli Disciplino A'.'t tlio Bishop must 
appoint five pervious who shall determine 
whether a;:r!7?i(i facie case exists for pro- 
ceeding with a trial. Had such a course 
been pursued, ho would say that tho Ar- 
ticles just road would scarcely have an 
existence at the present time I ajjiilaiiso. ) 
If the five persons report in favor of a 
Court, tho Court must bo eonstitufed as 
follows: (Jno ii'.ust bo an Arehdcaeon, 
another a barrister of e.^porience 'u can- 
onical law, and the third any ou' 'that llio 
Bishop pleasotl. But tho Bishop cannot 
bo a judgo, especially, as in this case, lie 
is an interested party [apiilausej. 

Mr. MeC'ruight ro.5e to open tho case 
for tho prosecution. 

Tho Dean — Do you appear as advocate 
in tliis case, aud fur whom? 

Mr. McCroight — I am instructed by 
Messrs Drake >fe Jackson. 

The Dean objected toMr.McOroight ap- 
pearing a.H he had not had two years prac- 
tice in canonical law because and ho had 
induced signatures to tho Synod petition 
on tlie ground that a .Synixl would bo 
highlj- advantageous to him (tho Dean). 

Mr. McCreigjit ackiiowlodgod that he 
had received signatures by that moans 
aud in commencing hia addresa said it 
was a fundamontal matter for enquiry 
that the legality of tho Court now assem- 
bled should be decided. Mr. Cridge had 
contendeil tho Bisho]) hud no auLliority, 
i liat he had acceded from tho Church of 
England in that ho had di^iiied tlie 
(Jueen's supremacy ; it was necessary this 
objection should be investigated. Colon- 
ird e.^perioneo had thrown considerable 
light iqioii this matter; tho learned Coun- 
std here read an extr.ict from a disiiateh of 
tho Duke of Nowcastlo, in which it was 
shown that that alone hero existed. No 
local law to tha contrary, the same power 
nijglit bo exercised by a Colonial Bishop 
without tho matter being submitted to tlie 
Grown, Extracts were also read showing 
the status of tho Church of England 
in tho Colonies, and reference made to 
tho case (jf the Bishop of Isalal, v. Eoii;^-, 
in whioh it was mIiowii tho Bishop having 
I'lvaled a .Synod, iiiid Lun;,'- having' oppos- 
ed tho creat ion of the L-iinic, reiusoci to 
accede to it, and docliuod to proaoed to 
the election of delegates. Tho decision of 
tho Privy Council Was adverse to the 
proceedings of tho Bishop liecause tha 
Bishop liaii moved against liim for refus- 
ing to bind himself to tho Synod what 
Long had not c()n3ent(Ml to bind himself 
by; but in this case tho proceedings 
against Mr. Cridgo had been for breach 
of the canonical law, which he had bo^nd 
himself by oath to agrco to. Tlio learned 
Counsel contend;:il tho appointment of 
this tribunal for roj,'nlaling nialters re- 
lating to tho 'ihurcli was as ji.slihablo ns 
for any other religious l)odiea to do tho 
saiiio, and in accordance v;\\.\\ the prin- 
ciples of justico tho BentiMK'o jia'ise(l,or 
penalty impdsed.lf Conliriiied by refer- 
enco to the courts of law to give validity. 
Tho loarnod ('ounsid contended that i\lr. 
t!rid;,'o had bound hinisidf to f)l)eiIi<>iioo 
of tho canons of tho Church by oath, by 
wliicli he had bound himself iq) for many 
years, and had found out when too lolo 
ho might ^irotest. Coses of colouial ex- 
|ra^ieao|-|o refcifto nuob, 



matters of dispute as , now before the 
Court were very limited, ond the princi- 
pal source to rely upon . for" guidance 
wore tho varied reports of tho Judicial, 
Privy Council in whioh the case of tho 
Bishop of Natal vs. Long was elaborated, 
niid those various ioi)orts showed, as be- 
fore stated, it was competent for tho 
Church of England in the Colonies, where 
there is a law to tho contrary, for tho 
members to make rules either with or 
without tho consent of tho Crown, and if 
in consonance to the principles of justico 
such would be binding on those who had 
subscribed to thein. Tho learned Coun- 
sel hero road an extract from Letters Pa- 
tent showing that where decisions had 
been arrived at repugnant to any ac- 
cused person, appeal might be made to 
tho Archbishop of Canterbury for relief, 

The Dean folt.from the number of auth- 
ority that had been road, considerable 
time would bo necessary to come to a cor- 
rect conclusion. Ho was not accustomed 
to argue, but his views upon the matter 
wore perfectly clear. He wished to know 
the extout of tho powers of this court ; 
it was a matter of vital importanco to hia 
Iieoplo. Ho thouglit it would take mouths 
before tho case could be settled. 

The Lord Bishop enquired of Mr. 
Cridgo'; how long ho would requiro to 
speak further upon this matter? 

The Dean said it iras not possible for 
him to answer. It was a matter of vast 
importance, at least to iiimself ; if one 
day a week was given it might bo sufli- 
ciciit. He thought the tribunal of this 
Court, not being ono of a domestic ohar- 
aclor, but apparently a tribunol of legal 
jurisdiction, it was entitled to tho fullest 
consideration. 

Mr. McCroight said it would bo very 
inconvenient for the Court to meet onca 
a week. The business could not be done in 
that way. Of course the question of tho 
jurisdiction of the Court was most im- 
[lortant; but that would have to be decid- 
ed by reforenco to some few authorities, 
and then, to be valid, would have to oome 
Iji^foro tho Suiu-omo Court. 

The Bi.-dio]) fuvored the Court sitting 
from day to day. 

Tho Dean complained that the Bishop's 
letter to him charging him with insubor- 
dination contained so many inaccuracies 
that ho had asked him to revise it. To 
that conimnnication he had received no 
reply; ho therofuro thoutlht tho matter 
contained in that letter was abandoned. 
To another lotte-r ho had sent to tho Bis- 
hop, asking for specitio charges, and as 
to how he bad offended, he had received 
no reply. Had his enquiries rocoived at- 
tention ho wonhl have done hia best to 
satisfy lin liiahop. 

Mr. MeOieight thought those remarks 
had no liearing upon the matters under 
notice. 

Tlio Bishop said ho was anxious to givo 
ovory op))ortunity for remark. 

Dean Cridgo said that after being cited 
to appear ho was informed that the matter 
had been abandoned and new arti- 
cles entered into, and lioknew notwhat the 
charges were he had to meet. lie olx-iorv- 
ed the learned Counsel luul failed to see 
the ])()int as to the legal jurisdiction of 
this Court, aud u Bevorend Assessor hav- 
ing asked if ho could fuiuish precedent, 
."\lr. McCreighc could only refer to tho 
case at Natal which was not in point. Ho 
bclioved ho could overthrow Mr. Mo- 
Creight's argument by reference to books, 
aiiil woulil be projjared by Monday. 

The Court hero adjournoil for ton min- 
ut(.-s for consultation. 

The Bishop s:\id tlio Court had b09U 
unanimous iu decidiug tho jurisdiction 
of tho Court was clear and satisfaotoi^, 
and would now consider the case on its 
merits. 

The Court here took a recess of half an 

hour. 

On the Court reassembling, 

As regards tho duty of a Bishop, ho 
would speak of it in a two-fold capacity — 
1st as to Letters Patent, and nextas tocon- 
soiit by the Dean taking tho oaths which 
gave tho Bishop control. Tha powers of 
Birthojis by Letters Patent were to select 
a church and to suhsoribe by oath to tho 
Archbishop of Canterbury, to perforin all 
functions relating thereto, to visit all per- 
sons i"-h?j^ordi;r, make inquiries as to 
^ f .tato of tho Church, and create digni- 
[ ..i/es in it. as tho Bishop had dono on ap- 
pointing jNIr. Cridgo to the oflice of Doan. 
Suppose the Letters Patoiit wore invalid, 
what other authority had tho Biihop? 
Why, even if tho Letters Patent were in- 
valid, tho Bishop had the samo power as 
an English Bishop, only with this diffor- 
once; tho English Bisliop could enforce 
penalties without recourse to tho secular 
arm; but with a colonial bishop this was 
indisijonsable. Yet though Letters Pa- 
tent may be regarded as invalid, the 
Ciiurch of England iu a ooionjr where re- 
presentative institutions prevailed was a 
voluntary association bound by the Sta- 
tutes of the Church of England, and tho 
courts of h'.w would have to onfcrco ob- 
servance of them. It was not necessary 
hero to make any allusion to tho Synod. 

Tho BisUop — The idea of tho Dean is 
that iu my having convened a Synod I 
had dono an illegal act, and sacrificed the 
power of coiitr(d ov(^r him. 

^Ir. -Mct^reight— If this had been dono 
tho Doan had the right of appeal; but the 
discussion of this matter was unnecessary 
as the Synod had not been formed, and it 
was a remarkable fact that Long vs. tho 
Bishop of Natal had never raised saoh nn 
objection. Any action of the tribunal of 
a colonial Bishop would require the sanc- 
tion of a local (!ourtof law, and contained 
right of api)eal to the Privy Council. lie 
referi'oil to tho duties of a clergyman in 
the- Church of Ijng'laud. Here his recto- 
ry was his freehold. In tho colony cler- 
gy men hold their position by license 
which was revocable. The views of the 
Bishop of N(!W Zealand and the Capo were 
liei-e read to show that Synods were for 
the i)rotection of tho clergy against tho 
des|)olic rale of lii^dioiis. Itefcreneo was 
also niaile to show the clergy wore liable 
to all t lie conditions of tho Church, al- 
though not binding on the laity. 

Tho Dean — I should like an opportuni- 
ty of considering tho decisions of tho v.ir- 
ious authorities that had been quoted. I 
am not prepared to answer them at pro- 
sent. ' ' 

The Bishop— Mr. McCroight might go 
on with tho e;i;-e, and thoiio luattorHcanbo 
con si tiered ni'lerwards. 

There arc many 1)01111.1 1 would like to 
allude lu. 

Mr. MoCreight— Tho prosecution linj 
been iu form of a wriltou defence, and 
tho defence tdiould havo aSBUmOd the 
same shaix). Tho objections to be raised 
oiijcht to have been stated. 

The Dean — It- was owing' to mv' having 
been in tho dark as to tho constitution of 
this (Jourt that involved so much impor- 
tauco to myself as to character and thoao 
of a temjporal nature that! wished farther 



The Bishop— Suppose wo adjourn till 
tomorrow morning. 

The Deau-Tho proBsuro would bo great 
er than I should be equal to,.^ , . 

The Bishop— Continuous prboeoding is 
noBossary. 

Tho Dean said that his feelings and 
rights should be respected. 

Mi\ McCreight aaid these matters had 
been the subject of complaint for the past 
year and a half. 

The Bishop urging continnonco, tho 
Doan complained that no attention was 
paid to hia feelings, aud said tlio position 
of the Bishop and the stains of the clergy- 
man wore preliminary points, aud ouglit 
first to be settled. 

Mr. iMcCreight — Tho projier course 
would be that tho prosecution should bo 
continuous. 

The Dean insisted, as a matter of right 
and justico, tho Court should adjourn. It 
was a matter of common justico. 

Tho Biahop — How long would you wish 
tho Court to adjourn to ? 

The Doan— Next Mtnulay. 

Mr. McCreight said it would bo difli- 
cultto got tho as.sessors together again. 

Tho Bishop— It is tho opinion of the 
tribunal the case should .proceed, 

Tho Dean would wish to ask as to the 
nature of tho Court, oh to how the Court 
possessed its power. It would be better 
for him to drop the attention to this 
Court, if this wore not a legal tJourt, but 
his iiniiression was from the precii)itato 
icanner insisted upon that the truth 
could not be arrived at. It appeared to 
him ho wnsUo bo dei)rivod of the power of 
disabusing tho minds of the assessors of 
an unfavorable imi')re.ssi<jn . 

Judgo O'llielly said tho Uean would 
have the power of spealdng upon these 
matters, but this was not the liuio. 

.Judge Pemberton —.Air. Cridgo wished 
to know the ])oivi'rs of the Ccjurt. 

Tho loarnod Coun.'iel quoted from pro- 
cedents coming Irom Tasmania. 

The Dean said this referred to the year 
1845, and asked, "Who is the prosecu- 
tor in this case?" 

Mr. McCreiglit — I represent tho prose- 
cution. 

The Dean — But are you tho prosecu- 
tor? 

Mr. McCreight — I appear for the prose- 
cution. 

The Dean — I wish to know who is the 

prosecutor ? 

Judge Pemberton — ^Yho is tho promo- 
tor? 

The Bishop — In England the Bishop 
has to initiate proceedings. 

The Dean — I wish to speak as a 'matter 
of business and duty. 'Then you are the 
prosecutor ? 

The Bishop — No! I do not say that. 

The learned Counsel said tho usual 
course hiis been adopted according to 
English law. 

The Bishop — This is a Bishop's Court. 

Mr. McCreight said everything would 
bo conducted according to law. 

The Dean — He, as the Bishop, is the 
promoter and the virtual prosecutor of 
this case. I wish to know whether the 
Bishoj) is to bo calleil on as a witness? 

Mr. McCroight — It is not usual to say 
how the couusel mean to conduct their 
case. I cannot i)ledgo niy.'ielf at this stage 
to our jiarticular course. 

Tho Dean — It ia tho province of the 
Judge to say, and I ask for his opinion. 

Tho Bishop wished the case to pro- 
coed. 

Tho learned Coun:-iel thon r^-f.-rrod to 
tho Dean binng api)oint^'tl .Aliiiisirr of 
Christ (/iuireh, and ii'.'.ving the oath of 
obadiencc, aud being lioeusoci to otliciale 
as clergyman of said church; thon follow- 
ed by allusion to tho disturbance created 
by him in tho church, and hia ])nbjio 
protest against tho vioiv.s in asornion deliv- 
ered, and that havin;,' rci.-eiveil a ceiiburo 
from the Bisho]) he did publish an ad- 
dress Ijiistifyiiig saiil conduct, aud vfas 
therefore guilty of contumacy. Tho ordi- 
nation vow was here read, and remark 
made that the Assessors would decide 
whether 'Mr. Cridge had or had not vio- 
lated it. Tho ])ublishcd eomniiinication 
in tho .S'.''(ie/(i;-ii b^- Mr. (Jridge v.-a-i then 
quott.'d from auii the Dean's conduct .s!ig 
matisod. In reading those statoinents he 
would ask wlietluu- i\lr. Cridgo had kept 
his ordination vows? 

Tho Dean objected to portions of tho 
letter to the Stioidiird being rftad, and 
wished to ask what, ho had to answer for? 

Further allusion was then made liv Mr. 
McCreight to the Dean disturi.iin'j; the 
congregation by delivering' an "addresi, 
and causing clapping of hands, and 
stamping of feet, on the occasion of the 
sermon delivered by Archdeacon Itoecc. 
Tho Dean must havo known iu thus act- 
ing there was a violation of hir; ordination 
vow. ^Vitness08 would be called, and be- 
sides this, when admoni.shed addition:;! 
ofl'enco was given by publication of his 
letter. 

The Court here adjourned till this 
morning at 10 o'clock.

At tho Firoman's Picnic, held at Hoft"- 
meistor's Grovo on the "l.st day of July 
last, in this city, the attention of many 
was directod to tho appearance on the 
ground of a very old and elegantly. dressed 
gentleman, with white looks and trembling 
gait, who -was accompanied by a very 
young and very pretty lady, dressed in 
the lioiglit of fashion and wearing a pro- 
fusion of diamonds, gold chains and 
crosses. Tho parties wero introduced as 
Dr. and Mr.s. .Spencer of San Joso, Cali- 
fornia, and every eflbrt was put forth to 
make them comfortable. They remained 
about a week in this city and thou took 
their departure, lis tljejr said, for Califor- 
nia. Who thoy wore and what they woro 
will bo understood by reading the follow- 
ing from tho Portland Oregonian of day 
before yesterday: — 

"Truth willout, like murder, especially 
in illicit love affairs, and so it did in'this 
instance. When the true relation of the 
parties leaked out it was about as follows; 
The name of llio old guntloman is Dr. A. 
J. Spencer, and that of the young woman 
!\liss l']va Welsh. Spencer has resided 
for many years iu San Joso, California. 
He is a physioian of high standing and 
recognized skill. Having a very lucrative 
practice, ho accumulated a very largo 
fortune, estimated at 8300,000. Hitherto 
he has stood above reproach in the com- 
munity whero bo has so long rosidod, 
both as ;i citizen iind a member of the 
medical profession. Ho has a most esti- 
mable wife residing in San Jose, and a 
son, who is engaged in tho practice of 
law in San Francisco. About six mouths 
ago Miss Welsh, who it is said is au or- 
pliaii, came to San Joso to live. Impro- 
per intimacy, it was reported, soon exist- 
ed between Dr. Spencer and the "lono 
and friendless" orphan. Open scandal 
followed, and the infatuated cou])le got 
up and dusted from tho town, and com- 
ing to Sau Francisco, took tho steamer 
for Portland. Before leaving San Jose, 
Spencer deposited in tho bank Ihoro 
about iJ50,iJUll iu coin. Ho took away 
with him letters of credit, or exchange on 
London, Paris and Pome. Some timo 
elapsed ore the outraged and, it may well 
be suppose<l, indignant wife discovered 
whero her recreant lord and his inamora- 
ta had fled. But woman's wits are keen, 
and Spencer's whereabouts wero traced 
up. Proceedings of injunction against 
tho bank wero instituted by Mrs. Spon- 
ee'r, and paynien t sto|)ped. Papers noti- 
I'yiiig the husband of such action on the 
part of llio wife were forwarded to this 
cily, ])lacetl in the hands of one of our 
,) uhtii'i s of the Peace and served. This 
suddenly arou.sod the guilty party from 
their f.uicied security, and caused them 
no little surprise and chagrin. A now 
course of action was determined upon, as 
Spencer was at the end of hia available 
funds. When ho eloped with that charm- 
ing blonde, it is said he brought away 
about89,000j but, through fast living and 
fine dressing, ho managed to squander 
the most of it.
